The city of Kolomyys, although not very large (ropulation 19kh, 34,000) »
vas considered very tmportant [rom the ctantyoint of railroads., Tt

was the Junction of five major r.ilronde nnd ianked thivd in freight
tonnage (1939-4h4), The ratlronds throuh Kolomyva were an imvortant
link in transportation to Rumania. They weree the Snyatyn-Kolomyya,
the KoloWyye -Sianiclay, the Gerodenkn-Kolomyya ({rom Rumania), the
Kolomyya Delyatin {towards Fary through the Curciathin Mountains),
and the Kolomyya-Rungury, 13 .

The Kolomvya Govolenkg line extendel from the Polish-Rumanian border town
of’ Jleiononpolmgi 82l entered Kolumyys from the northvest. The
Kolomyyselyatin }ire vent t%{ ary through the Carvathian towns of
Yaremcha, Worochta, Tatarov /sic/ end Jasienica.

All of the lines rsre single tracked, standar’ geauge. The Smyatyn=

" Ko fa-Stanislar 1ine was the most modern, having been constructed

in 1938, Raile on this line were 30 meters in length whereas miz_
on the others were of 15-meter lengths. The Kolomyya-Peizenizyn- /sis/
Rungury line had very old rails of 7i-meter length. The latter rails
vere on pine ties vhile the others used o1l treated oak ties. All
rails were fastened to the ties by screw.ty.c svikes, Ballast uced
Va8 crushed -ranite from the Carpathion:,

The Kolomyya freight yards handled shipments of grain, lumber, textiles,
Tugs, rav hides, produce, poultry, cattle, wool, and dairy produecis.
The atation ysrd tracks vere approximately 2 km long. The yard was

200 to 250 meters wide and contained 20 tracks, Four of the tracks
vere assicned f£or vassenger traina. Pour for freicht ears $o be ro-
paired, and the remainder for freicht trains., The passenger znd
freight station were together ot -ne end of the yards vhile tlie round-
house vas 300 weters mortheast of the station. The roundhouse had

8 locomotive repair stalls. Iarge freight car repair shops were
located in Stamislav Steam locomotives and pgasenper and freight

cars were produced in Saaok and by Ceglelski the J Stalin Plany/ in Posman:
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The signals used were of the intermational tpr
The exit semaphores were located between the track in the station yard area. B
The entrange semaphores vere on each line approximately 900 metors beyond

the Kolomyya station. Warning indicators, orange with black circular trimuings,

were situaved 500 meters ahead of the semaphores. The indicators, semaphores, ‘
and track svitches vere ail illuminated by kerosene lamp:. All switches were i
of the old type. The only exceptions vere in Stanislav and in Delyatin, where .
modern, so calle: "Angliki”, switeches were installed. All entr:nce and exit

tracks or awitches at the Kolomyya station wers automatically orerated.

Freight track switches were manually operated.

The station, ticket office, telegraph office, freight wnrehouses, roundhouse, 50X1-HUM
repair shops, and the pulleys that operated the track switches, were destroyed -

by the retreating Soviet Army in June 1941, The occupying repaired

and rebuilt the lines as this vas an important means of comsunication from

the Rumanian oil refineries. In march 194k, the retreating Army only 50X1-HUM
partially destroyed the facilities.

There vwere many railway bridses in Southeast Poland. Some of ¢ mrat important
were: Prut river bridges a' Yaremcha Worochta,Delyatin widyr [ais/y ‘Kolpmyya,
Snyatyn snd at the Polish-Rusanian border vhere uhe Czeremo: §, and Prut rivers
met. These bridges were of steel and concrete construction and were ench over

300 peters in length. A steel and concrete highway bridge vas at Zablotovend

a wooden railway and highway bridge over the Prut river at Peczenizvi E;ln?. Al gteel
railvay bridge spanned the Czerewosz river at Kuty-{ysnica/sig/ on the Rumanian
border, The only bridge destroyed or damaged was o small bridge ot Zelszczyki/sig/.

During the Soviet occupation of 1941.10k» . ¢h-Soviets .onstructed a laree air-

drome & km from Korolowka-Kornier:/sic/(soutbeast of the Kolomyys railroad station).
Other airbages romleted and in operation vere in Kulakovice Cvosdets and in Jakobowkae
[atg/<Overtin (19 north of Kolcmyyas. A fourth airbase was under

construction in Lanczyn/sig/west of Kolomyys.
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
